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An immunotherapy method of treating a human

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(i) transforming a Chinese hamster ovary (CHO) cell with a 
recombinant expression vector such that said cell can express a^a 
recombinant antibody; 

(ii) culturing said CHO cell in serum-free medium so that a CHO 
glycosylated therapeutically effective recombinant antibody is 
thereby produced; 

(iii) recovering said therapeutically effective recombinant 
antibody of step (ii) ; 

(iv) administering the recombinant antibody of step (iii) in a 
therapeutically effective amount to said human.
